Take Good Care. of 
The Babes That 
Are Called 
Lambs. 


This has been a great year 
for revivals. Doubtless many 
thousands have been newly con- 
yertéd. And now the question of 
feeding and building them up in 
the faith is of paramount impor- 
tancé with every faithful pastor 
and the worthy officials of the 
Church. Nothing furnished up- 
on the subject, either by the pul- 
pit or religious press, will likely 
pass unnoticed by the men and 
women charged with this work 
and interested in the welfare of 
their respective fields of labor. 


in the Acts of the Apostles, 
there is a very instructive _les- 
son upon this theme which may 
be studied with unusual inter- 
est and profit. The writer tells 
us that after an extensive work 
of grace, reaching many Gen- 
tiles at Antioch, the Church at 
Jerusalem sent Barnabas to in- 
vestigate the work, and, if gen- 
uine, organize and care for it. 
In the verses referred to it is 
stated that “when he came, and 
had seen the grace of God, he 
was glad, and exhorted them all 
that with purpose of heart they 
would clegve unto the Lord. For 
he was a good man, and full of 
the Holy Ghost and of faith; 
and much people was added un- 
to the Lord. Then departed Bar- 
nabas to Tarsus, for to seek 
Saul.” (Acts 11:23-25.) There 
is in this narrative, intended for 
the edification of the Church in 
the future an inspired example 
of building:up young Christians, 


some suggestions of importance, 
which I wish to call to mind and; 


briefly discuss. 


A very significant fact in the 
work after the revival, and one 
that cannot be too closely and 
prayerfuly studied, is the char- 
acter of the’ nurse mentioned 
in the record. Barnabas was the 
nurse and “he was a good man, 
and full of the Holy Ghost and 
faith.” I have read this verse 

er many many times and it 


sweet velvety feeling that re- 
minds me of the lullabies of a 

~ fond mother with her first little 
baby: How tender she wants to 
handle him! How she_ sings 
those beautiful lullaby songs 
that no one but a mother ~can 
sing. , 

He was a good man. How 
often, have you heard the ex- 
pression, She was q good moth- 
ert And what does such an ex- 
pression mean as you view it? 
He was a man from whom. the 
“bad” in human nature h 
been eliminated and its plage 
supplied with the Holy Spirit in 
His fullness of faith, love, peace, 
joy, longsuffering, gentleness, 
goodness, and the other graces. 
Hence he had no ' prejudices 


cause he did not lead it, or be- 
cause it was brought about by 
some zealous laymen from. Cy- 


prus and Cyrene, or-because it 


took place in an irregular way 
under the labors. of unlicensed 
workers, or because it was 
among the Gentiles whom he 
had been educated, with his 
countrymen in general, to call 
“dogs.” Like every. other 
Spirit baptized person he was 
pleased at the “grace of God,” 
no matter among whom it 


Yes, Barnabas was a good man 
—a true nurse. 


The Church of God has suf- 
fered immensely for the want 
of nurses filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and who could rise in 
their work above petty preju- 
dices; but because. some had 
come from low families and 
promised little, because others 
had been led by traveling evan- 
gelists and not by regular pas- 
tors, and because of various 
other. weak and _ insufficient 
reasons, probably thousands 
have been allowed to sicken and 
die who might, with proper 
care, have been saved to Christ 
and His Church. 

Have in mind a certain. place 
where God gave a glorious re- 
vival, the Church was set in 
order with probably about thir- 
ty or more. members, 4 new 
house was built in a few weeks, 
nice and prosperous Sunday 
school organized, and the 
good work was going 
on fine. After this was all 
done the brother who fath- 
ered the work had to- be 
away a little while and in his 
absence a new man,*who had 
no traits of 1 nurse, came along 
and began to whip and slash 
instead of singing the lullaby 
scugs and giving the right kind 
of foud for nourishment, and 
almost ruined the whole thing. 
The Sunday school went down, 
the good sweet spirit was 
gone and the members produted 
stic:ers instead of the gcod 
juicy fruit that they had at first 
and today that church is hang- 
ing in a balance between life 
and death. 


O, for a thousand men and 
women who are trained for 
nursing the young converts! 
Hospitals are supplied with 
trained nurses. There are 
schools and colleges which pro- 
vide for a training course so 
that the world may be supplied 
with. trained nurses. I do not 
believe the world needs trained 
nurses any more’ than the 
Church of God. We are ‘losing 
too many of our converts. Too 
many are excluded. Too many 
‘fall back into disobedience and 
sin. Thére must be a remedy 
sought and found for this mal- 
ady. How often has it been 
that a minister has had a good 
revival and he has undertaken 
to stay and feed the flock, and 
made a complete failure in keep- 
ing the work up that had been 
built. He was g fine revivalist, 
but not a nurse. He could get 
people saved, sanctified and 
filled with the Holy Ghost, but 
he did not. seem to know the 
lullaby songs to sing when the 
crossness began to Tevalo. He 
lost his hold and_ they slipped 
out of his arms and were gone. 
He seemed to play with the 
little fellows like the fond fath- 
er did his little darling curly 
haired daughter when, on the 
island just above the great Ni- 
agra Falls, he picked. up the 
little beauty in his arms and 
playfully made as if he 7 ure 
going to pitch her into the tur- 
bulent waves and it so fright- 
ened her that in. her attempt to 
try to save herself she twisted 
out of his arms and went splash 
into the water and ‘over the 
falls so quickly that it was all 
oyer in less time than it takes 
to. tell it. é 

That was awful! You say. 
Yes, but how many young con- 
verts are treated about the 
same way by thoughtless in- 
efficient. ministers who know 
nothing about nursing the

little lambs out into the turbu- 
lent world. They seem to think 
they must be reined up tight 
right at first and if they . begin 
to squirm and whine they slash 
them about instead of singing 
them a cheering lullaby song 
while they cool down.and get 
over their spell. . 


Another valuable hint, cast- 
ing light upon the problem of 
nursing, comes from the food 
and nourishment with which 
Barnabas fed the young con- 
verts. “He exhorted them all, 
that with purpose of heart they 
would cleave unto the Lord.” 
Some one has summed up this 
exhortation in the following 
words, viz. “Whatever may be 
your purposes concerning busi- 
ness, domestic, social, and other 
interests, let the purpose to 
contimue religious take preced- 
ence and rise aboye all others, 
And since you have hada strug- 
gle to submit yourselves to 
God, since you have had to stem 
the current of your nature , to 
become a Christian, let the pur- 
pose to remain a Christian be- 
come the purpose of the heart; 
let the whole affectional nature 
become enlisted; continue to 
remain near your Lord, and 
look to Him to so change the 
current of your affections that 
they will flow toward Him, and 
duty then will become a priv- 
ilege and the Christian: life a 
luxury.” 

It should be noticed that 
this exhortation calls the minds 
of the converts to their already 
properly adjusted moral rela- 
tions with God and their high 
privileges in Christ while these 
relations are maintained. Duty 
in the use of the means of 
grace and other Christian work 
is not made prominent, and is 
in striking contrast with the 
counsels,of the modern worker 
who exhorts the tempted and 
disheartened convert to “go on, 
be faithful, attend the prayer 
meetings and use all the means 
of grace.” This is good advice, 
of course, if properly under- 
stood, but never used by those 
who possess the grace enjoyed 
by Barnabas, and use it wisely 
in counseling others. It con- 
ceals, or places in the back 
ground, grace and _ privilege, 
and brings into prominence and 
makes primary the use of 
means and duty, which soon 
become distasteful and are 
abandoned, ‘as all observers 
know unless the inner life be 
fed and take precedence of the 
outer. 


It may be noticed that this 
exhortation of Barnabas con- 
trasts sharply also with the 
counsel of some teachers of 
holiness who have wandered in 
the wilderness and had a Jor- 
dan crossing’ nto Canaan—an 
experience much like their Red 
Sea passage or conversion, and 
who suppose that all others, 
young and old,” faithful or un- 
faithful, must have the same. 
These often speak to young 
converts of the. necessity of 
new acts of submission, of 
deeper. consecrations, and of 
awful interiér crucifixions to 
reach a state of purity. But 
this is not always what a young 
convert needs. He needs to be 
encouraged to push on into 
sanctification, but if he is saved 
his submission is complete, his 
attitude toward God and man 
is right; and what he needs is 
encouragement to receive by 
simple faith a perfect deliver- 
ance from the inbred sin to 
which he is now entitled, by go- 
ing to Jesus outside the camp 
bearing His reproach, where he 
may be sanctified wholly. Had 
ancient Israel passed into Ca- 
naan at Kadesh he would have 
crossed nothing but a geograph- 
ical line. 

This accounts for many of 
those who have the baptism of 


tified. I have seen many go to 
the altar sinners and never leave 
until they were filled with the 
Holy Ghost speaking in tongues 
as.the Spirit gave the utterance. 
Sanctification is not so hard to} 
get when it is sought by one 
who has just crossed the Red 
Sea experience — conversion. 
Young converts do not need the 
great and flood tide Jordan 
crossing experience. This exper- 
ience is left for those who have 
once refused holiness at the 
proper time and wandered into 
the wilderness.One usually has 
to pay dear to obtain sanctifica- 
tion after he has once come up 
to the crossing line and re- 
fused to step over. John 
Wesley, in‘one of his books 
states this clearly in the 
following question and an- 
swer: “But may we continue in 
peace and joy till we are perfect 
in love? Answer. Certainly we 
may, fortthe kingdom of God is 
not divided against itself. 
Therefore let not believers be 
disc6uraged from rejoicing in 
the Lord always.” It is the privi- 
lege of every newborn soul to 
march right on over the bound- 
ary line into Canaan as soon as 
possible after having had a vic- 
torious Red Sea crossing.Such a 
presentation of Christian privi- 
lege will not dishearten or dis- 
courage any newly converted 
person. But to talk to them of a 
need of big overflowing Jordan 
crossings and crucifixions 
which, in the very nature of 
the case they cannot feel, or to 
urge them to the use of the 
means of grace for the purpose 
of gradually developing the 
new life received at cOnversion, 
is to have a tendency to drive 
them back into the*world, or to 
a tread-mill use of the means 
without any conscious ad- 
vance in grace. The only true 
nursing of the new believers is 
clearly indicated in this record 
and other. Scriptures which 
speak on the same _ subject. 
And they need nursing instead 
of scolding and driving. 

In this story of Barnabas at, 
Antioch it is indicated that he 
placed himself among them all 
and at the side of each, and, 
called upon’ them, from this’ 
position of oneness and sym- 
pathy with them, to embrace’ 
their privilege in the gospel. He 

id not stand off in official dig- 
nity and give utterdnce_ to 
Sériptural rules of holy living, 
but, in spite of early education 
and deep-seated prejudice, he 
identifies himself with these 
Gentile converts and easily 
leads them forward to such an 
intimate acquaintance with 
Christ and to the manifestation 
of such holiness of life, that 
“much people was added to the 
Lord,” and Antioch made the 
center of Gentile Christianity. 


If all who have charge of the 
spiritual interest of the mem- 
bers of the churches had the 
grace which governed Barna- 
bas, and used it with the same 
wisdom, they would care noth- 
ing for the manner in which, 
nor .the persons by whom, the 
converts were added to ‘the 
company of believers. They 
would be so interested in plac- 


ing stars in the Redeemer’s 
crown that they would gladly 
“to the weak become as Weak,” 


and become “all things to all, 
that by all means they might 
save some,” 

_The work at Antioch grew 
so extensively that Barnabas 
needed some assistance. so he 
went after Saul (afterward 
called Paul), and both of them 
worked in that:city for a whole 
year “and taught much people.” 
Attention to this inspired hint 
by church authorities would 
greatly enrich the Church of 
God in money, in spirituality 
and in number. 

I feel that there are too many 
of our members excluded. We 
must take good care of the 
babes that are called lambs, 
and not throw them away ‘ex-

And we expect - 
to have ‘men and women who 
are fully prepared for efficient 
service for the Master. Jesus 
had His early disciples in train- 
ing for three years under His 
own supervision. He sent them 
out occasionally and then had 
them cdédme back to _ school 
again. This is surely an example 
for'us to follow.

‘Phere is quite a commotion to-day 
as to who God is. 

Much literature is, being sent out 
to establish their point that: Jesus 
alone is God, and that baptizing should 
be done in the name of Jesus only. 
I notice that thousands of red priaited 
letters are going to Church of God 
members. A true Church of God mem- 
ber needs only a hint to ignore such 
doctrine as has not been adopted by 
the General Assembly. They accuse 
us of worshiping three Gods. 

We deny the charge, but we do say 
there are three in the Godhead. Trin- 
ity is explained under the head of 
triad which means three objects in 
one; an object is something tangible 
and visible, yet after farming ONE 
they may not all be visible to human 
beings or even ‘angels. So again the 
ONE by some process may be divided 
till the trinity ean again be seen sep- 
arately and individually. 


The trinity is revealed in many 
things. The wood, bark and sap form 
the tree, yet they can be separated. 
Paul tells us that man is formed With 
a body, soul arid spirit. 1 Thes. 5:23. 
Man is a triad, a trinity, three ob- 
jects in one. Where did man get his 
trinity? or where did God get the 
pattern to make man from? “God 
said, Let us. make man in our image, 
after our likeness. So God created 
man in his own image.” Gen. 1:26,27. 
Notice He said after OUR image 
which means more than one, doubt- 
less, the Father, Son and Holy Ghost. 

The Son existed with the Father 
from before the foundation of -the 
world. Did the Son get His . image 
fronj man? No, but man gets his im- 
age from the Father, Son and Holy 
Ghost. The Father began the work in 
creation. Jesus came to men and as- 
similated to men’s walks of life then 
died for them. The Holy Ghost con- 
viets, saves and sanctifies, the entire 
process bringing us into their like- 
ness in every respect, yet the likeness 
as to the trinity was complete at the 
creation. 

A triad is also represented in mu- 
sic as a common chord by the union 
/of one, three and five. You can take 
each of thése notes in the process of 
melody and they sound well, yet when 
you bring them together, they .resolve 
into each other and form harmony, a 
complete chord. Jesus says He and 
the Father are one. John also: says, 
“For there are three that bear récord 
in heaven, the Father, the Word, (the 
Son) and the Holy Ghost: and these 
three are one,” that is, they, as a 
triad are in harmony, perfect accord. 

The Word does say that Jesus 
came down to us in the likeness of 
men, but this doesn’t signify that He 
was changed to the form of man after 
coming, but notice the word said He 
came down to us in the likeness of 
men. The word used for likeness in 
this instance is “homoo” which means 
to assimilate. Man was created after 
their likeness, yet Jesus had to as- 
similate to man in order to get ahold 
on him. 

_In Gen. 1:26, “God said, Let us 
make man,” The Hebrew word for 
God in this instance is Elohim. - So 
it was Elohim who said, “Let us make 
man.” Elobim is in the plural form 
(El, Eloah, and El'Elyon are in the 
singular form). So we see the entire 
trinity ihterested in‘ the creation. 
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, Also in Isa. 6:8. Isaiah after his in- 


iquity was taken away and his sin 
purged heard the voice of the Lord 
saying, “Who will go for US?” Here 
it is, not only more than one _ inter- 
ested in the creation, but also in the 
salvation of lost souls. “Who will go 
for us?” The Father, Son and Holy 
Ghost equally interested in the sal- 
vation of souls: Keep in mind that 
Elohim means more than one. The 
name refers to the Godhead. 

Now \turn with me to Gen. 
“And Melchizedeck king of Salem 
brought forth bread and wine: amd 
he was the priest of the most high 
God.” God here in this instance is 
taken from the Hebrew word 8&1. 
which is in the singular form. Why 
did Melchisedec refer to Him in the 
singujJar? It is because of MelchiSedec 
being one of the trinity. He was none 
other than the Son of God, therefore, 
that 
wonld have referred to the trinity of 
which He was a part. Jesus said 
Abraham rejoiced to see His day, 
doubtless, He had reference to the 
day that Abraham paid tithes to Mel- 
chisedec. In the seventh chapter of 
Hebrews. Melchisedee is called the 
King of peace also the King of right- 
eousness. Who is the~King of. p°ace 
and King of righteousness but Jesus? 
This same chapter in the Syriac ver- 
sion speaking of Melchisedec says, 
“but, after the likeness of the Son of 
God, his priest-hcod remaineth for- 
ever.” Other Scriptures could be given 
to show that this Melchisedec was 
Jesus. Again I will say the God that 
Melchisedec (Jesus) referred to was 
the singular El. This should be 


14:18, 


enough to show the distinction in the] 


trinity. Again I will refer to Jesus 
hanging upon the cross. He cried out 
“Eli, Eli Jama_ sabachthani.”” The 
first two words are Hebrew and the 
last two words are Chaldeeic. The 
part I want to notice is Eli.. Remem- 
ber that El is singular but with a suf- 
fix makes it “My God, My God.” So 
here it is, Jesus hanging on the cross 
crying out to El, not to Elohim the 
plural, for He was part ‘of the trinity 
or-part of the Elohim. 


When Jesus was bagtized, the Ho- 
ly Ghost was seen to descend and 
light upon Him and a voice was 
heard heaven saying, “This is 
my. beloved Son in whora I am well 
pleased’’ Whose voice was heard 
from heaven? It was the voice of Hl 
(God singular) not the voice of Elo- 
him (God plural) for,two parte of the 
trinity were here among men. 

Let us see if we can illustrate the 





trinity a eo A Hor Take a family 
for instance. You can’t have a fam- 
ily without a ty, the father, the 
mother, the child. Take Adam for in- 
stance. Adam at first’ existed alone, 
as far as outward appearance was 
concerned, but later Eve was formed 
of a rib from Adam’s. side. This 
showed that she existed within Adam, 
but later proceeded from Adam, thea 
later Adam’s and Hve’s son proceeded, 
this formed the family trinity, these 
proceeded from Adans: In John 15:26.) 
we find that the Holy Ghost proceed- 
eth from the Father and in John 8:42, 
we find that the Son proceeded forth 
and came from God. Why should peo- 
ple get bothered about these plain 
statements and frame some “bugaboo” 
and cause so much friction and 
strife? 4 


We see the distinction carried out 
even out in the tribulation. In the 
fourth chapter of ‘Revelation John 
sees a throne up~in the air.

My reasons fof belteving in Bible 
holiness: 

We read in 1 Peter 3:15, “But 
sanetify the Lord God in your hearts: 
and be re@dy always to give an answer 
to every man that asketh you a fea- 
son of the hope that is in you with 
meekness and fear.” My first reason 
for , believing in Scriptural holi- 
ness is because itis an old doc 
trine. It is not a new kind of religion 
as some would have you believe 
neither is it hatched up by a fanatic 
man or woman nor is it some unrea- 
sonable thing sprung up in these last 
days as some May tell you it is. I 
find by a careful search of the Word 
of God through the craving of my 
mind, and longing soul and hungry 
heart to find out about this doctrine 
of Bible holiness, as far as I am able 
to see, that there is nothing as old as 
Scriptural holiness. To prove this, we 
read in Paul’s letter to the Ephesians, 
“According as he hath chosen us in 


him before the foundation of | the 
world, that we’should be holy and 
without blame before him in love.” 


Eph. 1:4. We notice that this Scrip- 
ture goes baek before the foundation 
of the world. I do net know how to 
ro to the beginniug gf holiness but at 
least to my mind, it is an old doc- 
tring and how people can talk of holi- 
ness as a new doctrine is a mystery 
to me and unexplainable for the Word 


tells us that it was God’s choice, “be- | 


fore the foundation of the world, that 
we should be holy and without blame 
before him: ja love.” If this doctrine 
is true it was before the day of Pen- 
tecost and before J Wesley and 
George Foxe’s time, en before the 
garden of Eden.Without a doubt, this 
doctrine. is true for it had its begin- 
ning with God. Therefore it is as old 
as God and as evelasting as eternity 
and on these grounds I say it is an 
eld doctrine and we have a right to 


shout glory through the blood of the 


blessed Son of God for the experience 
of Scriptural holiness. 

My second reason for believing in 
Scriptural holf{ness is found in 1 Thes. 
4:3, “For this is the will of God; even 
your sanctification.” My beloved, the 
very fact that God wills us this blessed 
experience proves that we can have 
it in these days as well as the early 
disciples. Why would an all wise 
heavenly Father will something to us 
that we could not get or that He did 
not have for us? but the fact is, He 
wills us the blessing forever settles 
the question of the children of God 
getting the blessing of Scriptural holi- 
ness. 

I now hastewon to give you the 
third reason for believing in this 
highway of holiness.We read in 1 Pet. 
1:15, 16, “But as he which hath called 
you is holy, so be ye holy in all man- 
ner of conversation; Because it is 
written, Be ye holy; for I am holy.” 
So beloved, remember that first -it 
was God’s choice, second, it was His 
will and now in this Scripture 
it is His command for He says, “Be ye 
holy; for I am holy.” The reason God 
gives for us to be holy is because He 
Is holy. He said nothing about what 
‘our church, or our creeds or how our 
foréfathers believed and taught but 
when God, Himself, told us to be holy, 
He expected us to obey Him. He 
makes no excuse fo the mean “who 
stands back and says that his church 
has left holiness out of it’s creed for 
we can not find anywhere in the Word 
of God where’ man had a church but 
we do find where God has a Chureh 
and in it He commands us to be holy 
as He is holy. This command reach- 
es all who call on Him as their Sav- 
iour. I thank God that this blessed doc- 
trine is being preached all over the 
world, so take courage and press on 
and preach this gospel full And free 
to a lost world ‘for God meant what 
He said when He said,-“Be ye holy; 
for I ar. holy.” I feel like we would 
not be worthy of a place in His king- 
dém if we did not cdre to live a holy 
life. : 

We will now notice my fcurth rea- 
son for believing in Scriptural holi- 
néss. We read in Acts 20:32; “And 
now, brethren, I commend you to 
God, and te the word of his grace, 
which is able to build you up, and 
to give you an inheritance among 
alk them which are sanctified.” We 
have come to a wonderful thought, 
that the children of God. inherit the 
blessing of holiness, to make it real 
plain every regenerated soul is heir 
to this wonderful experience of holi- 
ness so those who believe God should 
come to Him at onCe and put in a 
claim, for this blessed, experience. 
Why do the professing people stand 
back and fight this highway of holi- 
ness when it is our inheritance and 
we have a right to what He has willed 
us; and neither men ‘orsdevils can 
keep us from having that which He 
has willed us if we will only come to 
Him? Praise God. 

My fifth reason for Scriptural holi- 
ness is found in Heb. 13:12,13, 
“Wherefore Jesus also, that he might 
sanctify the people with his own 
blood, suffered without the gate. Let 
us go forth therefore unto him with- 
out the camp, bedring his reproach.” 
If God, our Father, willed _us_ this 
blessing and His Son died to accom- 
Plish it, it looks to me like we ought 
to have_it. I see no reason why all 
who profess to know God should not 
go in for this highway ‘of holiness. 
Those who reject this way of holi- 
hess are Christ rejectors and blood 
despisers, they are not rejecting man 
or man’s theory or ideas but it is 
God’s will and command and in re- 
jecting it, they are rejecting Him, 
“for Jesus suffered without the gate 
to sanctify the people,” so let us lay 
down our ideas about this-matter and 
search the Word of God and see what 





He says about-it. If the Son of God 
died to sanctify you, never mind what 
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fe people think or say about 
but look down in your heart and s 

if, Jesus has sanctified you wholly. 
Your ideas or theory will never satis- 
fy your longing soul or you will never ; 
get to the town you have started to 
if you are on the wrong road, then 
you had beiter get on this highway 
of holiness which leads to that beauti- 
ful city of God. 

My sixth reason for Scriptural hali- 
ness is found in Heb. 10:14-16, “For 
by one offering he hath perfected for 
ever them that are sanctified. Where- 
of the lioly Gh.st olso‘is a witness 


to us: for efter that he had sz i} be 
fore, This is the covenant that 1 will 
nake with them after. f-03 days, 
saith th» Lord.

People often ask why the Church of 
God ministers use so many different 
Scriptures when they are preaching 
and why is it they do not take a short 
text and preach from it like the 
Methodists and Baptists do? 

The best answer I know of is 
found in John 5:39, “Search the Scrip- 
tures; for in them ye think ye have 
eternal life: and they are they which 
testify of me.” ; 


Did you ever thiuk how an officer 
searches for a man that is wanted? He 
goes about from house to house and 
searches every room and every place 
about the house becatse* he has a 
search warrant and has a right to 
search them. God’s Word gives us a 
right to search every book in the Bi- 
ble for eternal life. 

In. beginning this search, we think 
about the words found in Mark 1:15, 
“Repent ye, and -believe the gospel.” 
In John 3:3, Jesus said to Nicodemus, 
“Except a man be born again, he ean- 
not see the kingdom of God.” Nico- 
demus was just like men are today 
and said, “How can these things be?” 

If we are born of God we are justi- 
fied and Paul tells us in Rom. 5:1, 
“Therefore being justified by faith, we 
have peace with God through our 
Lord Jesus Christ: By whom also we 
have access by faith into this grace 
wherein we stand, and rejoice in the 
hope of the glory of God.” This 
Scripture’ shows us plainly that there 
is another grace that we are not in 
possession of when we are justified 
and as we search the Ssriptures for 
eternal life, Paul Le us in Rom. 12: 
1, how to get into this grace wherein 
we stand. “I beseech you therefore, 
brethren, by the mercies of God, that 
ye present your bodies a living sac- 
rifice, holy, acceptable unto God, 
which is your reasonable service.”
